The price reduction. Ridlon said, 
should help to broaden the market 
for “ Mylar". “We now have many 
times the productive capacity that 
• we had in our semi-works,” he 
said. “Our ability to operate the 
new plant continuously will depend 
on how rapidly we can develop 
sales volume for our product.” 
In a letter to customers, J. Ed­ 
ward Dean, director of sales of the

P S fc F o r GREATER FARM PROFITS 
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Years Of Low Earning May Not 
Drag Down Social Security Pay

Today , I want to 
ex plain 
the 
drop-ou t of the low y ears prov ision 
in the 19 54 Amendments to the So­ 
cial Secu rity Act. There hav e been 
many changes in the law becau se 
of the new amendments, bu t the 
drop-ou t is something entirely new. 
Like most of the new law' the drop­ 
ou t isn’t difficu lt to ex plain becau se 
it makes su ch good sense. 
Often du ring the y ears in which 
I hav e been y ou r social secu rity 
representativ e, I hav e wished fo r 
some prov ision in the law which 
wou ld help in a case su ch as the 
one I am going to tell y ou abo ut 
now: 
Last y ear a gentleman of abou t 
6 0 y ears, with an ey e to the fu tu re 
protection of himself and his faml- 
ily , stopped in to see me. He want­ 
ed me to help him figu re ou t, as 
g, nearly as we 
cou ld, 
the 
ex act 
"I amou nt of the social secu rity bene­ 
fit which he wou ld rev eiv e when he 
became 6 5, or which his family 
cou ld get in case of his death. 
He told me what he was earning 
from his work at the present time. 
And he believ ed that he wou ld be 
getting that amou nt u ntil his re­ 
tirement. Well, we q u ickly compu t­ 
ed 
his 
possible 
fu tu re 
benefit 
amou nt from the av erage of his 
monthly wages du ring the y ears in 
CV which his work had been cov ered 
by social secu rity , and from the 
amou nt of wages he ex pected to 
earn in those fu tu re y ears du ring 
which he thou ght his work wou ld 
be u nder social secu rity . 


after J une 30, 1953, may take ad­ 
v antage o f the fo ur y ear dro p­ 
o ut o f lo w or no earning y ears 
may be applied to peo ple who se 
•av erage mo nthly wage Is co m­ 
puted beginning with their 1937 
earnings, as well as to tho se 
who se av erage mo nthly wage is 
based o n their earnings after 
1950. And if the av erage o f the 
mo nthly wages is co mputed be­ 
ginning with the 1951 earnings; 
their lo w earnings befo re 1951 
wo n’t pull their av erage do wn 
whether o r no t the dro p-o ut is 
used. 
Th'e fou r y ear drop-ou t created 
for the newly cov ered workers as 
well as the long term contribu tors. 
Since they mu st figu re their av er­ 
age monthly wage beginning with 
19 51, the same as the people who 
hav e already been cov ered, this 
new grou p will hav e fou r y ears of 
no earnings u nder social secu rity . 
The drop-ou t will be u sed to ex ­ 
clu de these fou r y ears. Those work­ 
ers who meet the abov e req u ire­ 
m ent and hav e had fiv e y ears (or 
twenty q u arters) of work u nder so­ 
cial secu rity acq u ired at any time 
after 19 36 may drop ou t u p to fiv e 
y ears of low earnings. 


W IEN WE were finished, he 
looked a little disappointed, and I 
knew right away what the trou ble 
was. His monthly wage av erage 
had been greatly redu ced by abou t 
| fou r y ears of v ery low earnings 
from work cov ered by social secu r­ 
ity in the past. Bu t becau se of the 
laws of mathematics, there was no 
way for me to assist him. 
Those y ears which weren’t as 
prosperou s as the others in his long 
life as a wage earner, were re­ 
du cing his fu tu re benefits. 
This is not an isolated case. It 
Is a situ ation which occu rs q u ite 
often. Bu t the new amendments 
make it possible for me to help 
him and others like him. In the 
case I hav e giv en abov e, the gen­ 
tleman will be able to discoimt 
those y ears of low earnings, which 
are redu cing his benefit amou nt. 
Under the new law, any one 
who has a y ear and a half (or 
six q u arters) of work cov ered 
by social secu rity at any time 


ONE RULE to rem em ber is that 
only FULL y ears may be ex clu ded. 
For ex ample, if y ou hav e six low 
earning months in one y ear and 
six low earning months in the nex t 
y ear, y ou wou ld drop two y ears. 
You WOULDN’T add the two six 
month periods together and drop 
them as one y ear. 
The y ears which y ou drop don’t 
lav e to be consecu tiv e. Su ppose 
y ou had a low income y ear in 19 40 
and another in 19 44, bu t that the 
y ears in between were high earn­ 
ing y ears for y ou . Then y ou wou ld 
disregard only those two low y ears 
And y ou cou ld also drop from two 
to three other y ears either before or 
after 19 40. 
You 
don’t hav e to drop the 
ENTIRE fou r or fiv e y ears. You 
may hav e as little as one y ear dis­ 
cou nted if that wou ld giv e y ou the 
highest benefits. One y ear is the 
minimu m drop-ou t allowed u nder 
the law. 
In my nex t article, I’m going to 
tell y ou how the new law has chan­ 
ged the figu ring of benefit amou nts. 
The drop-ou t of u p to fou r or fiv e 
low or no earning y ears is one of 
the changes in the law which will 
av oid redu ctions in fu tru e benefit 
amou nts.

WIEN WE were finished, he 
looked a little disappointed, and I 
knew right away what the trouble 
was. His monthly wage average 
had been greatly reduced by about 
0 four years of very low earnings 
from work covered by social secur­ 
ity in the past. But because of the 
laws of mathematics, there was no 
way for me to assist him. 
Those years which weren’t as 
prosperous as the others in his long 
life as a wage earner, were re­ 
ducing his future benefits. 
This is not an isolated case. It 
is a situation which occurs quite 
often. But the new amendments 
f make it possible for me to help 
him and others like him. In the 
case I have given above, the gen­ 
tleman will be able to discount 
those years of low earnings, which 
are reducing his benefit amount.

may be applied to people whose 
•average monthly wage is com­ 
puted beginning with their 1937 
earnings, as well as to those 
whose average monthly wage is 
based on their earnings after 
1950. And if the average of the 
monthly wages is computed be­ 
ginning with the 1951 earnings; 
their low earnings before 1951 
won’t pull their average down 
whether or not the drop-out is 
used. 
Th’e four year drop-out created 
for the newly covered workers as 
well as the long term contributors. 
Since they must figure their aver­ 
age monthly wage beginning with 
1951, the same as the people who 
have already been covered, this 
new group will have four years of 
no earnings under social security. 
The drop-out will be used to ex­ 
clude these four years. Those work­ 
ers who meet the above require­ 
ment and have had five years (or 
twenty quarters) of work under so­ 
cial security acquired at any time 
after 1936 may drop out up to five 
years of low earnings. 
• • • 
ONE .RULE to remember is that 
only FULL years may be excluded. 
For example, if you have six low 
earning months in one year and 
six low earning months in the next 
year, you would drop two years. 
You WOULDN’T add the two six- 
month periods together and drop 
them as one year. 
The years which you drop don’t 
have to be consecutive. Suppose 
you had a low income year in 1940 
and another in 1944, but that the 
years in between were high earn­ 
ing years for you. Then you would 
disregard only those two low years. 
And you could also drop from two 
to three other years either before or 
after 1940. 
You don’t have to drop the 
ENTIRE four or five years. You 
may have as little as one year dis­ 
counted if that would give you the 
highest benefits. One year is the 
minimum drop-out allowed under 
the law. 
In my next article, I’m going to 
tell you how the new law has chan­ 
ged the figuring of benefit amounts. 
The drop-out of up to four or five 
low or no earning years is one of 
the changes in the law which will 
avoid reductions in futrue benefit 
amounts.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Milder Forms of Polio 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
A FEW day s ago, I was glanc­ 
ing over the figures showing the 
number of p olio cases rep orted to 
the v arious health dep artments, 
y ear by y ear and month by 
month. A question that struck 
me at once was, why should so 
few cases be rep orted, when so 
many occur? 
I believe th at p ractically all 
health authorities are now agreed 
that p olio is as common as mea­ 
sles; that, in fact, almost ev ery ­ 
body , sooner or later, has at least 
a mild attack of this disease. 
The Mild Fo rm 
Fortunately , by far the great 
majority of cases are so mild that 
they can hardly be detected. The 
child afflicted has a degree of 
fever, p erhap s a little p ain in the 
back and a feeling of tightness. 
Now and then, there might be 
sy mp toms resembling a cold, for 
a day or two, or p erhap s even 
some kind of bowel up set, but the 
sy mp toms disap p ear as rap idly i 
as they come on. 
Luckily , too, these mild attacks 
seem to immunize or p rotect the 
child against further attacks, j 
Perhap s it is only the few chil-1 
dren who escap e these mild in­ 


fections who succumb to a more 
severe one that may even p ro­ 
duce p araly sis. 
Even when p araly sis does oc­ 
cur, comp lete recovery may be 
looked for in the majority of the 
cases. Sometimes the p araly sis is 
so mild that it is hardly discover­ 
able, ex cep t by sp ecial tests of 
the nervous sy stem and muscles. 
Modem Methods Inv a lua ble 
For the severe cases of p olio 
with p araly sis, and the bulbar 
cases that affect the breathing 
and swallowing, modern meth­ 
ods of treatment hav e done much 
to save the lives of most of those 
affected. 
Hop e for p ermanent p rotection 
against p olio lies in the develop ­ 
ment of vaccines and, as most 
p eop le know, studies to deter­ 
mine the efficacy of v arious ty p es 
of v accines are going on at the 
p resent time. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mr. C.: I had a heart attack 
one y ear ago. Since that time I 
have lost my ap p etite. Could the 
heart attack be resp onsible. 
Answer: Injury to the heart 
does in many cases p roduce nau­ 
sea and loss of ap p etite.

At the end of World War II, the British 
were broke and they borrowed $3,750,000,- 
000 from the United States for the purpose 
of getting started after a devastating war. 
This loan is, of course, lost in the shuffle 
of international politics. Since then t h e 
United States has donated between $50 bil­ 
lion and $60 billion, the exact amount being 
difficult to calculate because some of these 
contributions were hidden in commercial 
arrangements of various types. Some day, 
a researcher may be able to work out the 
precise amount of the American gift to the 
British people. 
The explanation to the American taxpay­ 
er was that the British were short of dol­ 
lars and that the American dollar had be­ 
come the principal world currency. To get 
on their feet, the British needed American 
dollars. 
To purchase what was necessary f o r 
their 
reconstruction and rehabilitation, 
they needed American dollars. And t h e 
American people, out of their taxes, gave 
them the dollars. It was a free will offer­ 
ing. The British, to some extent, regarded 
it as the dumping of American goods to 
keep our factories going and therefore no 
gift at all. 
Now the so-called dollar gap is closed 
and the British have become more inde­ 
pendent not only economically but political­ 
ly. In fact, the British feel so strong that 
they risk the friendship of the United 
States by a diplomacy designed not only to 
reject American leadership but to damage 
American interests. 
London is now seeking to recapture its 
long held supremacy in the e c o n o m i c 
world. The major objective is to restore the 
pound sterling, first to a position of univer­ 
sal convertibility, and then to the position 
of the supreme currency of the world, re­ 
placing the American dollar. 
The London “Economist’* makes the 
point: 
“London’s 
pretentions 
to supremacy 
have been questioned twice within the span 
of a generation — both by cynics at home 
and aspirants abroad. After each w o r l d 
war the damage done to sterling, to Brit­ 
ain’s status in world commerce and to the 
technical apparatus of the London m arket 
has seemed for a time to be so nearly ir­ 
reparable as to justify these doubts. But 
now it can safely be said that each time 
the predictions of decay or decline h a v e 
I be-m falsified. . J* 
The British are justified in crowing over 
this achievement. It is a remarkable prod­ 
uct of financial know-how. That it puts our 
financiers, who held the leadership and lost 
it, to shame is no fault of the British. 
Great Britain had lost her creditor posi­ 
tion; she found a method of obtaining dol- I 
lars without becoming a debtor to us, 1 
largely by obtaining dollars for nothing, 
I never to be repaid. Whoever invented this 
method, from Lend-Lease t h r o u g h the 
Marshall Plan to European Military Aid, 
was serving Great Britain admirably, even 
if it placed a heavy burden upon the Amer­ 
ican people. 
If the United States now finds in Great 
Britain an able and even superior com­ 
petitor, it can only be said that they took 
advantage of their opportunities and we 


I did not. 
The British, in discussing the present ad­ 
vantage, omit to mention American a i d 
and the colossal amount of such aid. Rath­ 
er the “Economist** attributes Great Brit­ 
ain’s wonderful success to: 
“. . .First and foremost is the fact that 
the mechanism and the tradition of inter­ 
national banking inherited from the past 
are still intact.

Milder Forms of Polio 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
A FEW days ago, I was glanc­ 
ing over the figures showing the 
num ber of polio cases reported to 
the various health departm ents, 
year by year and month by 
m onth. A question th at struck 
me a t once was, why should so 
few cases be reported, when so 
m any occur? 
I believe th a t practically all 
health authorities are now agreed 
th a t polio is as common as m ea­ 
sles; th at, in fact, almost every­ 
body, sooner or later, has at least 
a mild attack of this disease. 
The Mild Form 


Fortunately, by far the great 
m ajority of cases are so mild th a t 
they can hardly be detected. The 
child afflicted has a degree of 
fever, perhaps a little pain in the 
back and a feeling of tightness. 
Now and then, there m ight be 
symptoms resembling a cold, for 
a day or two, or perhaps even 
some kind of bowel upset, but the 
symptoms disappear as rapidly 
as they come on. 
Luckily, too, these mild attacks 
seem to immunize or protect the 
child against further attacks. 
Perhaps it is only the few chil­ 
dren who escape these mild in­ 


fections who succumb to a more 
severe one th at may even pro­ 
duce paralysis. 
Even when paralysis does oc­ 
cur, complete recovery may be 
looked for in the m ajority of the 
cases. Sometimes the paralysis is 
so mild that it is hardly discover­ 
able, except by special tests of 
the nervous system and muscles. 
Modern Methods Invaluable 
For the severe cases of polio 
with paralysis, and the bulbar 
cases th at affect the breathing 
and swallowing, modern m eth­ 
ods of treatm ent have done much 
to save the lives of most of those 
affected. 
Hope for perm anent protection 
against polio lies in the develop­ 
m ent of vaccines and, as most 
people know, studies to deter­ 
mine the efficacy of various types 
of vaccines are going on at the 
present time. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Mr. C.: I had a heart attack 
one year ago. Since th a t time I 
have lost my appetite. Could the 
heart attack be responsible. 
Answer: Injury to the heart 
does in many cases produce nau­ 
sea and loss of appetite.

WASHINGTON IB—From what 
can be seen of his tactics, Pierre 
Mendes-France, the French pre­ 
mier and foreign minister, has 
proved himself a superb gambler. 
At the nine-power London con­ 
ference which agreed to let West 
Germany 
rearm. 
Mendes-France 
played one of the toughest, shrewd­ 
est and most daring games of dip­ 
lomatic poker in recent years. 
France could have come out of 
that 
game 
discredited, 
isolated 
and perhaps forced to watch her 
allies 
let 
the 
Germans 
rearm, 
whether the French liked it or not, 
and without any French say about 
how 
much 
rearmng 
Germans 
could do. 
The result could have swept the 
French into a backwater of his­ 
tory, reducing them to the status 
of a truly second-rate European 
power. 
But at the same time. Mendes- 
France knew the enormous stake 
which his allies, particularly the 
Americans and British, had in this 
game. They wanted quickly a real, 
and not illusory, defense against 
Russia. 
To make it real called for a Ger­ 
many rearmed in alliance with the 
French, not a Germany rearmed 
at the e x p e n s e of an angered 
France. 
So, a l t h o u g h Mendes-France 
knew’ how much France could lose 
if he lost, he knew also that his 
allies would have to choose be­ 
tween losing the chance for a firm 
defense or making concessions to 
him. 
He went into the London confer­ 
ence with the United States, Brit­ 
ain 
and 
Germany 
more 
than 
a week ago demanding conces­ 
sions. One of the biggest conces­ 
sions he wanted was from the 
British. 
He wanted the British to reverse 
an age-old policy and promise to 
keep British troops on The Euro­ 
pean 
continent 
as 
a 
guarantee 
against the day when perhaps a re­ 
armed Germany might turn on her 
French ally. 
The old British policy had been 
to make alliances with European 
nations, balancing one off against 
the other, while never committing 
her own troops to service on the 
Continent 
The United States and Britain 
had both tried to push the French 
into joining a 
single 
European 
army with rearmed Germany. This 
would have meant, for the French, 
giving up their own national army 
That was ore of the reasons the 
French Assembly voted down the 
single-army idea. Among other rea­ 
sons was the British refusal to heed 
the French request that they keep 
troops in Europe permanently. 
The British might have saved the 
single army if they had given that 
promise. Instead, they sat on their 
hands. 
Mendes-France sat on his hands 
too while the Assembly did its 
work. He didn’t lift a finger for 
the single army. He must have 
knowTi the Assembly action would 
create a Western crisis. 
The Allies would have to seek 
an alternative fast or face the pros­ 
pect of a hollow defense against 
Russia. They did seek the alterna- 
tive in a hurry. They called the 
London conference. 
There, last Wednesday, British 
Foreign Secretary Eden promised 
British troops would be kept on 
the Continent. Some of the diplo­ 
mats there reportedly wept, know- 
ing they were participants in a 
historic moment.

captu red the state decisiv ely . 
Democrats rack ed u p their big­ 
gest prim ary v ote in history Sept. 
14 and their biggest percentage of 
% 'y ears they consistently hav e made 
n better showing in the general 
election than in the prim ary . They 
see no reason why they won’t this 
time. 
Fu rtherm ore, there is a percep­ 
tible, thou gh by no means u nani­ 
mou s, 
feeling 
arou nd 
Wisconsin 
that this is a Democratic y ear in 
this traditionally Repu blican state. 
You find it in cities hu rt by u n- 
employ ment, on farms where milk 
check s are s m a l l e r , on main 
streets of cou ntry towns where 
cash registers jingle a bit less m er­ 
rily . 
Of cou rse, there still are some 
highly 
prosperou s 
farm ers 
and 
merchants.

For that and other reasons, the 
consensu s of professional

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Local Losses Due To Corn Borer Near 3 Bushels An Acre 


R O U N D U P 


Pickaway County farmers can 
obtain experienced advice and 
up-to-date literature on t h e i r 
farming problems at the County 
Extension Office, located in the 
Post Office Building, S. Court St. 
Circleville The office here is the 
link between deistrict farmers and 
the College of Agriculture, Ohio 
State University. 


Marion E. Kroetz, associate ex­ 
tension agent for Pickaway County, 
estimates local losses due to corn 
borer this year at nearly t h r e e 
bushels per acre. 
The borer population this Fall, he 
says, is about double that of a 
year ago. And this means that 
farm ers should be especially care­ 
ful next Spring in selecting their 
com planting end field preparation 
dates. 
Com held over the second year 
is likely to become infested with 
angoumois grain 
moth. 
That 
means you should not crib any 
new cora on top of old corn. If 
you are planning on holding some 
old corn over for a while, y o u 
should inspect it for grain moth, 
and if necessary, fumigate it. To 
fumigate properly, 
the c o r n 
should be shelled and stored in 
tight bins. 
Many farm ers during the past 
few weeks have taken steps to con­ 
trol Johnson Grass. Sodium chlor­ 
ate is the best chemical control 
known today. T. C. A. can also be 
used, but is much more costly. 
Sodium chlorate should be ap­ 
plied at a rate of 200 to 300 lbs. 
per acre. The field should be disk­ 
ed before it is applied. Where 
clumps of Johnson Grass are found, 
they should be cut close to t h e 
ground and a double handful of so­ 
dium chlorate sprinkled over th e 
area. 
Certain precautions should be 
taken when applying this chem­ 
ical. It is inflammable and can 
be a fire hazard, if you are smok­ 
ing when applying it. Wear rub­ 
ber boots when applying chlorate 
and destroy clothing that gets 
saturated with it. 
The chemical is much more dan­ 
gerous when used in s o l u t i o n , 
therefore, should be used dry if at 
all possible. 
October is not the best month for 
applying chlorate, but satisfactory 
results may be expected. E v e n 


though you may not get the best 
results from treatment this Fall, it 
would probably pay you to try to 
get rid of small patches of Johnson 
Grass before the next crop season.

eases and parasites cost the U. S. 
livestock industry more than $2.5 
billion every year. 
“ Much of this loss might have 
been prevented by veterinary di­ 
agnosis and treatment” said a 
foundation spokesman. “ Where 
we can’t protect animals by vac­ 
cination 
and other preventive 
medication, we must p r o t e c t 
them by good management and 
be ready to safeguard the rest of 
the herd whenever a sick animal 
is detected.” 
T h e 
foundation 
recommends 
close cooperation between the live­ 
stock grower, his local veterinar­ 
ian, and government livestock au­ 
thorities in applying proven meth­ 
ods of disease control. 
“ The world is growing smaller 
for livestock disease organisms, 
too,” the foundation official point­ 
ed out. “ There are more opportun­ 
ities today for transmission of cost­ 
ly diseases. Veterinary science is 
continually developing new meth­ 
ods of combatting them, but in the 
last analysis it is the cooperation 
of the livestock owner that deter­ 
mines the success of livestock dis­ 
ease control program s.”
